HE SAW THE RICHES 
OF CENTRAL ALBERTA 


Doughy Returne to Calgary After 
trip Through Country Northwest of 
Edmomon — Foreign Settlements 
Are Very Prosperons— Children 
Will Make Good Citizens 


Calgary, Dec. 19—Impressed with 
the cheapness of many articles of 
common use up north compared with 
the prices of aimilar goods here in 
Calgary, BE. Doughty has just returned 
from a two weeks’ trip along the Sas- 
katchewan river to Pakan, eighty 
miles north from Edmonton. 

He is also atruck by the makings 
of splendid citizens in the descendants 
of the Russian, Austrian and other 
continental races, and in the great 
future of Pakan, situated in the heart 
of the Winstone district. 

En route, Mr. Doughty spent a 
short while in Edmonton and called at 
the parliament buildings and has this 
t» say for Premier Sifton’s govern- 

‘ment of the house, that he hag never 
seen one conducted in such a business- 
like manner, although he has seen 


F. 


many pariiaments, including the 
“Mother of Parliaments” in London, 
England. 


It is a two days’ drive from Edmon- 
tor to Pakan, through Fort Saskat- 
chewan, Lamont, and Bruderhe!lm. 
Bruderheim is a strictly German set- 
tlement, is a place unto itself. At 
Bruderheim, which is on the C.N.R., 
the people use Edmonton coal and 
only pay $4.00 per ton. 

Beyond Brudeheim there is a large 
district entirely settled by Russians 
and Austrians who would not go back 
to the old lands for any inducement. 
They look happy and prosperous, and 
have quite a lot of stock, implements, 
horses and cattle. At Wostok, one of 
the towns in this settlement, butter 
sells at 20 cents compared with the 
46 conts here, and eggs at 25c com- 
pared with the 50c here, 

These settlers have a peculiar way 
of building their homes. They are of 
logs, thatched eighteen inches thick 
with local clay, containing 70 per cent 
of lime: they are plastered Inside and 
outside and then whitewashed. The 
effect is pretty, at a distance resem- 
bling the best of painted houses tn 
| Calgary. Ovens outside the houses 
are made of this clay in a very in- 
genious fashion. 

The whole distance from Wostok to 
Pukan is practically settled up with 
these people. 

Through the agency of the goyern- 
ment school the children are able to 
speak good and fluent English and 
from all indications make as good 
settlers as those coming from the Old 
Country, thinks Mr. Doughty. 

Pakan itself is a progressive little 
ace and only awaits the opening of 
the G.T.P., which is grading into it 
tu make it. It is the centre of a 
large ironstone district, and prospec- 
tcrs have estimated that there is a 
million dollars’ worth of stuff in sight. 
‘the claims arg owned by, Edmonton 
people who have dechred their in- 
tention of opening up smelters as 
s00n as railway facilities are there, 

Mr, Doughty went up on a hunting 
trip. The fact that he was unsuccess- 
ful does not argue that there is no 
game. It is merely evidence of their 
Vildness. North-west of Pakan a 
stretch of woods are simply haunted 
with game.
